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PROGRAM OF HONOR AWARDS 


‘THE Executive Board of the Wisconsin Architects 

Association, a Chapter of The American Institute of 
Architects, desiring to bring to the public's attention, 
good, completed architecture in Wisconsin, is inaugu- 
rating the presentation of regional awards in each of 
the three Divisions; and to insure the method of mak- 
ing awards uniform in each Division, the following 
rules have been established: 


HONOR AWARDS COMMITTEE 


The President of each Division shall appoint from 
his Division an Honor Awards Committee composed of 
three members, by October 31, 1951. It shall be the 
duty of these committees to issue invitations to Archi- 
tects in their respective Divisions, select a Jury of 
three Architects and three laymen, and arrange the 
judging of the submissions on January 14, 1952. 

The Honor Awards Committees from the three Di- 
visions shall form the Honor Awards Committee of 
Nine. It will select a chairman from its membership 
to preside after the division juries have completed 
their work. 


THE EXHIBITION 


An exhibition of Drawings submitted in the Divi- 
sions awards and the Winning Photographs will be 
exhibited under the supervision of the W.A.A. Ex- 
hibition Chairman, Carl Lloyd Ames, at the Annual 
Convention of the Wisconsin Architects Association 
on February 8, 1952. 


CLASSES OF ARCHITECTURE 


The various classes of buildings to be submitted 
are: 


1. Residential — one and two-family dwellings. 


2. Commercial — Apartments, Hotels, Motels, 
Office Buldings, Shops, Stores, Theaters, Banks, 
Factories, etc. 


3. Public — Schools, Churches, Museums, Art Gal- 
leries, Clubs, City, County, State, and Federal 
Buildings. 


4. Alterations and Additions to buildings in any 
of the first three classes. 


Work to be eligible for awards and for exhibition 
must have been completed within the last five years; 
but in no case can a building be entered more than 
once. 


Each exhibitor may submit as many plans and 
photographs of as many completed buildings as he 
may desire. The photographs, if unframed, shall be 
mounted on heavy cardboard to facilitate hanging. 
Each Division exhibit submitted shall be marked on 
the back with its physical location and identifying 
symbol. Each Exhibitor shall enclose with his ex- 
hibit an envelope bearing his symbol on the outside, 
and his name and address on the inside. 


Photographs may be submitted for award only to 
the Division in which the Architect has his place of 
business, although the building might be located in 
the territory of another Division. 


Exhibitors will be confined to members of the 
Wisconsin Architects Association. 


JURIES OF AWARDS 


The Honor Awards Committee of each State Di- 
vision, i.e., the Milwaukee Division, the Madison Di- 
vision, and the Northeastern Division, shall appoint 
a jury for the judging of the entries in his own spe- 
cific division, this Jury to consist of three Architects 
and two laymen, none of whom shall reside in the 
territory of the Division for which he is judging; nor 
shall any member of any of the three juries have a 
personal interest in any of the exhibits of which he 
is judging. 


AWARDS 


Each of the THREE JURIES shall meet on January 
14, 1952 to make the First and Second awards. How- 
ever, if in the opinion of the juries none of the build- 
ings submitted are deemed worthy of either first or 
second award, no award shall be made. As any 
award will indicate to the public what the profession 
considers to be a fine piece of architecture, the Juries 
must exercise great care before giving any work their 
stamp of approval. 


WINNING ARCHITECTS AND THEIR CLIENTS 


In each class, the Owner of the winning building 
receives a bronze tablet for first award and a white 
metal tablet for second award, for attachment to his 
winning building, on which will be noted the class 
of award, the Owner's name and the name of the 
Architect. He will also receive a certificate suitable 
for framing. The Architect of the winning building 
will be awarded a certificate suitable for framing. 


These awards are to be made publicly by the 
Joint Honor Awards Committee on February 8, 1952 
at the Annual Convention. 


The cost of the metal tablets and certificates will 
be borne by the Wisconsin Architects Association.

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GROUPS COMBINE IN EFFORT 
TO SAVE BUILDING MATERIAL 


Washington — А way to save building materials 
in short supply because oí defense requirements has 
been offered a group of government agencies by the 
American Institute of Architects, the Producers' Coun- 
cil and the National Association of Home Builders. 


In a letter sent to the Defense Production Admini- 
stration's Conservation Division and to the principal 
federal agencies concerned with building, the advan- 
tages of modular coordination were spelled out by 
Glenn Stanton, A Naughton Lane, and W. P. Atkinson, 
respective presidents of the three building groups. 
The building industry leaders called attention to the 
savings in materials that could be made if the wastage 
of materials in the construction process itself were 
eliminated. 


А program that would require a systematic cor- 
relation of the dimensions of buildings and the unit 
sizes of the building products going into them would 
create more efficiency and less extravagance, the ex- 
perts said. They cited a congressional declaration in 
the Housing Act of 1948 in support oí modular со- 
ordination, and the prepaartion of instructional manu- 
als by the Housing and Home Finance Agency that 
enable architects and engineers to practice the new 
economic method oí dimensioning, as systemized un- 


cor the American Standards Association. 

The call to endorse the principle of modular co- 
ordination and direct its application to the fullest ex- 
tent in today's construction programs was sent to the 
U. S. Army Engineers, Navy Bureau oí Yards and 
Docks, Department of the Air Force, Bureau of Stand- 
ards, Housing and Home Finance Agency, Munitions 
Board, Public Buildings Service, Veterans Administra- 
don, and Public Housing Administration.
